Though less sutisfnctory.than the country 
reckons it had a right.to expeet, tho rhow- 
ing is still one that represents a° very 
distinct advanco ro fur ag the mere total is 
concerned. What is not exactly plousing 
to the American mind ig that’ tho ‘hotter 
part of the increase occurs under imports, 
which increaséd 34 millions, ngagainat only 
4 willionsin exports, the relilive totals now 
being 161 taillioas hnpurts to 265. milliois 
exports. Value of imports and exports may 
be thoxe ofthe Castois House, but it does 
net by uny menns follow ’that they aro 
those of the market. Rather than have 
the home market depressed by tha weight 
of more gocds than could yeally be con- 


sumed in it, Amoriean manufacturers have 
in many instances, while keeping up the 
homo prics, sent thoir surplus wares abroad, 
and havo sold them to foreiguers pt any 
price that they. could get for them. When 
theso yoods were entored for export xt the 
Custom House, the prices given, as 4 
general rule, have been these which such 
goody comaundad in the American market > 
but when sold, the price received uty have 
been many points lower.” There was an 
inereago in the exportation of agricultural 
implements of inore than, £800,000 during 
the period ; France ¢ £100,011) mere 
than the year before; all other Europe 
inercasing ordere. about £220,0C0 ; the 
Argentine Republic increasing utders to the 
extent of £160,000; and an increase of 
£40,000 went to Africa, American cars 
went abroad to the extent of £140,000 inure 
than in 1808, , The bicycle tride fell off, 
und the gules of chemieala  intreascd 
£400,000. A notable gain was in the in- 
iene of exports of clothing by about 

740,000, and thore was also an inerense 
in the cxportation of fortilisers by £509,000, 
American scientific appliances ato in butter

PROFESSOR KOCH ON MALARIA. 

Professor Koch has published his second 
report on his expedition to the Par Kast to 
investigate the origin and nature of malaria. 


He refers especially to bis researches in 
Dutch Indin from Sept, 21 to Dec. 12, 
1899, 

His two headquariers in Java were 
Batavia and Ambarawa. The vpportunitier 
for research 1n the former plice were fewor 
thon the Professur had been led to expect, 
malaria cases huviog diminished in the last 
15 years more than &0 per cent., probably 
un accuunt of the free distribution of 
quinine to the inhabitants, 2,00) kilo. 
gremmes having becn deat out on an 
Average in the last 10 year, and 2,394 kilo- 
aramines ‘being used’ in 1890 up to the 
begining uf October, The stay of the 
expedition; in Batavia was utiliser to test 
hy means of monkeys how. ‘far malaria is 
transferalile to animals, Seven animals 
(threo orang-outangs, threo Hilubates vgilis, 
and one: Hy lobeetes -syndeactylus) were 
injected with malaria btood “taken from 
patients suffering with tertian and tropical 
ague, Tho animals were, however, never 
infected. Lut although -aitinals . like 
huwan Loings,-such as monkeys, cannot bo 
infected with malaria, it wust not be 
supposed, the Profes or says, that other 


{animals cannot harbour malaria parasites 


in their blucd, Man is the ouly hearer of 
these parasites, a fact most important for 
thy fighting of malaria. 

Herr Koch's investigations in Ambarawa, 
in Central Java, situated south of the har- 
bour of Sauurang, whore tach rice is 


cullivated, were very interesting.“ Despite |; 
the swawpiness of this district, very few | - 


cages of malarix wero found among adults, 
21 cases being reputted. in. two weeks, 
Professur Koch liaving noticed: in South 
Africa thut children werv espeoially liable 
to infection, oxmmived ehiklren in three 
different villages. Th the first village 9.2 
per cent.. in the second 12 per cont., and 
in the third 22.8 perceat. were found to 
have malaria parasites in their blood, 16 
per vent. per cent, and 41 per cent. 
in the threy villages being infected in their 
tender ‘This shows that, in order 
to find our whether a district is molarial ot 
not, children should be the first examined, 
Anyone huving bad malaria when-a ehild is 
less liuble to have it in later years. In 
‘fusari, in the Tenger Hills district, which 
was always said ty be free wf moxquitees 
aud of malaria, children who were examined 
were found without exception exempt. It 
is noteworthy that there is no cultivation 
of rico there. According w Herr Koch's 
investigations, the growing of rice and tho 
presence of tavaquitoes go band in hand. 
This is, therefore, in the Professor's 
opinion, a proof that where are na mog- 
quitoes there is no maloria, ”
